Bar Beefs 

. Everyone from John Q. 
Public through to Students' 
Council is busy discussing the 
operation of the Bar-Disco. 
Council summed up the com- 
plaints this way. 

1. Dissatisfaction of the 
staff re wages. 

2. The limitation of 60 
guests has caused hassles and 
complaints. 

3. Waiters and waitresses 
are having a hard time with 
tremendous number of patrons. 

4. Bartenders and attendants 
feel it is too crowded. 

5. Post Grads feel it is a 
student service. 

6. Supervisor should help 
attendant when necessary. 

7. Post Grads feel the pri- 
ces are too high. 

Let's look at each of these 
complaints and see if they are 
justified. 

Salaries in any food service 
operation are poor at best. 
Full time employees working 
a 40 hour week can generally 
expect to make $1.50 an hour. 
However Bar-Disco jobs are 
only parttime and the average 
salary is $1.60.. Compared 
to the hard cold world the 
staff is doing O.K. 

The patrons are upset about 
the guest limitations. Why 60? 
Easy - the first number one 
thinks of is 50 (Labatt's). But 
considering today's spiralling 
inflation the committee opted 
for 60. The staff finds the 



coming. Today large compa- 
nies are putting in three and 
four day work weeks, leaving 
man more and more time to 
do his own bidding. JAC stu- 
dents will be better equipped 
to handle this leisure time 
than Mac grads who have spent 
many hours organizing Fall 
Fairs, Royals and Carnivals. 

There is one defect in the 
JAC system. These kids aren't 
satisfied with things Mac offers 
such as the C.C. agreement. 
Why? They are not used to ha- 
ving to pay out of their own 
pockets and equally not used to 
arguing Council for money and 
then managing on a low budget. 
If a group of JAC students can 
produce a budget the money is 
made available to them. Things 
come too easily to these kids. 
I strongly object to this.

Coach Murray's squad of 
pucksters opened the season 
with impressive victories over

Heading the way 
were silly penalties, especially 
by "hot dog" McDowell who 
took 7 penalties on the two 
games (Chicoutimi scored on 
5 of these). As if this were 
not enough "hot dog" was 
mesmerized by his own takes 
and allowed 2 more goals while 
on the ice. Anyway he acted 
his way onto the bench by 
the third period of the Satur- 
day's game. Bob Shaw's return 
will put McDowell's position 
on the team in jeopardy unless 
he settles down to the type 
of hockey he can play. Lack 
of experience in nets certainly 
hurt the team over the weekend 
but with a few more games 
under their belts and the long 
practices of Coach Murray; 
I'm sure the two goalies will 
be able to provide adequate 
goal tending. One bright spot 
was the inspired play of John 
Watson. Although he didn't play 
good positional play he was 
hitting everything in sight and 



will no doubt make Shipley's 
line a very potent trio. 

Coach Murray has done a 
good job with the players and 
the team has improved im- 
mensely over last year's god- 
awful effort. Chuck Taylor is 
playing even better this year 
than last (many credit this 
to all that stick work he's 
been doing in his room this 
year) and its no coincidence 
that his line-mates are also 
off to a good start. Peter Mac- 
kay, who has one of the most 
unusual bonus clauses in all 
of hockey, may find himself 
drained before the season is 
over if he scores too many 
hat tricks (do blonds really 
score more). Doug Mosdell 
completes the trio and is one 
of the hardest workers on the 
team. Other forwards who have 
been playing well include Gord 
Shipley, Ian Smythe, and Ken 
Stewart. 

In the defence lies the great- 
est area of improvement on 
the team. John MacDonald, Ron 
Titus, Wayne Brandt and Wal- 
ter Anderson (no. 12 tells me 
that Bolo gets up for the games 
by thinking about long car 
rides, awful strange?) have all 
been playing excellent hockey. 
The amount of goals scored 
on the team so far is not 
really a true indication of the 
way they have played. All in 
all the team seems to be in 
good shape for the season 
ahead. 

There were good crowds for 
both weekend games and it 
is hoped that the fans will 
continue to turn out to watch 
the exciting high-scoring brand 
of hockey that the Clansmen 
will be playing this season. 



Mac Screwed 



MacDonald students are get- 
ting the royal run-around from 
the McGill accountant. McGill 
has insisted that Mac book- 
store ran at a deficit last 
year and the Mac students had 
better cough up the $4,800 into 
the McGill coffers. However, 
since McGill has been a little 
slow in delivering the profits 
of the last two years (which 
total $13,000) McGill will for- 
ward a cheque for $8,200 and 
call the score even. That 
sounds fairly straight forward 



until one examines the book- 
keeping. 

To start with, the cost of 
obsolete books was written off 
in one year despite the fact 
that the bookstore manager 
wanted this done over a period 
of years. The books involved 
are education books no longer 
required by Ed. students and 
out of print. The publisher 
won't take them, the Ed. fac- 
ulty won't take them, so the 
Agrs. get stuck with the cost. 
Fair? 



There is also a great mys- 
tery surrounding the bookkeep- 
ing at McGill. According to our 
bookstore manager, Mrs. Mac- 
Farlane, our bookstore broke 
even at least. One obvious de- 
viation from our figures is 
that McGill stated sales at 
$74,212.00 while our figures 
show $78,064.98 as the total 
sales. Letters have been writ- 
ten to Mr. Kierenoff of McGill 
who maintains that we owe 
the $4,800. However, there is 
no reply yet.

Council discussed at length 
the problem of what to do with 
the profits from the bookstore 
operation. Previously all the 
profits went into the Student 
Council budget to be allocated 
to activities. As of Monday No- 
vember 15th, Council agreed 
that 100% of the profits go into 
the C.C. budget to offset the 
cost of operation of the buil- 
ding. 

The last reportable topic on 
the agenda was a rehash of 
Council's poor image on cam- 
pus. Several members insinua- 
ted that Council Corner wasn't 
a fair representation of the ac- 
tivities of Council members, 
including the daily problems 
handled. Council was asked on 
three separate occasions to 
submit columns or letters to 
"The Dram" on Council activi- 
ties. At the last and final as- 
king the Internal V.P. summed 
up the discussion by saying 
that the present system was 
satisfactory.
